N ew York, November 10th.—For some

Churches must not be higher than 
the State. Seventy-five percent, of the dis­ 
charged European convicts come te Amer­ 
ica. We want no ‘ German-Americans,’ no 
‘ Irish vote,’ no English dudes, and no 
‘ Italian-Americans.' ”

oner, and was taken before a Justice of the 
Peace to-day, charged with criminal negli­ 
gence.

T h e B u tc h e r s’ S trik e. 
Chicago, November 10th.—There was a 
collision to-night near Ashland Avenue 
bridge, between a crowd of strikers and a 
squad of infantry. The bridge was guarded 
by twelve men from the Second Infantry, 
under Lieutenant McMillan, the balance of 
the company being stationed in the vicinity 
of the neighboring packing houses. 
A 
crowd of strikers and their sympathizers, 
to the number of about 500, collected and 
was determined to prevent tho packing­ 
house employes from crossing the bridge 
on their way back to the city at the close of 
their day’s work. The crowd was charged 
by the squad several times and forced to 
retire temporarily, but the increasing num­ 
bers added to its persistency, and a serious 
conflict seemed imminent. Finally. Lieu­ 
tenant McMillan gave the order to load 
with ball cartridges. The crowd thereupon 
speedily dispersed, and the employes went 
on their way without further molestation. 
No one suffered serious injury. 


a slight m odification. 
Chicago, November 10th.—'The following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted at a 
meeting of the Packers’ Association this 
evening: 
Whereas, At a m eeting on the Stli instant res­ 
olutions were passed concerning the relations 
between employes and labor organizations; and, 
whereas, we are convinced that said uctiou will 
bring unintentional injustice upou numerous 
persons who may be members ot such organiza­ 
tions; therefore, 
Resolttd, That said resolutions be rescinded 
and tbe following be adopted, as being more in 
accord with the mutual interests of employers 
aud em ployed: 
Whereas, The packers are confronted with 
the fact that their employes are repeatedly leav­ 
ing their employ without notice to them , aud to 
the great detriment ot their business; therefore, 
Resolved, That w hile we will not exclude from 
employment members of such organizations, we 
w ill exercise the right to employ and discharge 
whom we please, aud conduct our business on 
the teu-hour plan aud according to our best in­ 
terests.

IS IT A BACKDOWN? 


Chicago, November 10th—p. m.—The 
Packers’ Association held a 
prolonged 
meeting, with closed doors, this evening, 
and after much talking adopted a resolu­ 
tion which seemed to be a complete back­ 
down from their expressed determination 
to bar organized laborers from employ­ 
ment in the Chicago stockyards. None of 
the packers would talk about the meeting. 
They answered all questions in monosyl­ 
lables. Mr. Baldwin. Secretary of the As­ 
sociation, said that the resolution meant 
just what they said, and that the packers 
intended to run their business without 
dictation from the Knights of Labor. 


HAIR-SPLITTING WITH A VENGEANCE.

It is reported that late to-night 300 men. 
who were being imported from the East to 
fill the places of strikers in Fowler s pack­ 
ing-house, deserted in a body. 
The train 
conveying the men is said to Éave been met 
by emissaries of the Knights at an outlying 
station, where it was known a stop would 
be made. No time was lost by thestrikers’ 
agents, and the Eastern men unceremoni­ 
ously quit the train. 
THE NEW JERSEY STRIKE. 
J ersey Cit y , November 10th.—The situ­ 
ation at the hog abattoir on Hackensack 
Meadows was unchanged to-day. A Sher­ 
iff’s posse is in charge. None of the strikers 
were loitering about, and no difficulty is 
apprehended. At noon to-day a party of 
butchers arrived from New York to till the 
places of the strikers. 
PLENTY OF REEF. 
T roy, November 10th.—Dealers here are 
getting dressed beef from Chicago as usual. 
Very little slaughtering is being done in 
this city, and butchering, to a limited ex­ 
tent, of cattle bought at West Albany, is 
going on, hut there is no trouble with the 
butchers on that score. 
No cattle have 
been received from Chicago. 
Coiioes, November 10th.—A firm has 
made preparations to slaughter thirty head 
daily, to be received from Chicago. 


A L ab or W a rfa re. 
New Y o rk, November 10th.—Tbe Post 
says : 
While great prominence has been 
given by the press throughout the country 
to the labor troubles in Chicago, compara­ 
tively little attention has been paid by the 
public at large to the struggle going on in 
this State, which involves as many people, 
as much capital and principles of vital im­ 
portance. This is the contest in progress 
between the knit-goods manufacturers and 
the Knights of Labor, which has now be­ 
come an open war upon the latter as an 
organization. Though the most conspicu­ 
ous facts in the warfare have been noted 
from time to time, hut few’ persons have a 
clear idea of the controversy, or realize 
that fully 20,000 men, women and children 
were employed in knit-goods mills through­ 
out New York State, which the owners 
have closed against all Knights of Labor. 


H a ig h ts o f L ab or A p p a ren tly G ettin g tlie 
W orst o f It. 
Aj,bany, November 10th.—The Execu’ 
tive Committee of the National Kuit Goods 
Association, and Messrs. Bailey and Mc­ 
Guire, of the Executive Board of Knights 
of Labor, met here to-day with reference to 
a settlement of the differences now existing 
in the knit goods district. Messrs. Bailey 
and McGuire offered the following as the 
only basis on which they would settle on 
behalf of the Knights of Labor : “ That all 
former employes be reinstated in their 
places of former employment.” The propo­ 
sition was rejected, and the following was 
submitted by the knit-goods people as the 
basis upon which the manufacturers would 
open their mills to Knights of Labor: 
“ Upon the right to employ or not employ, 
discharge or not discharge, whom wetliink 
best as our employes; and that we con­ 
tinue—as we deem proper—03 employes 
those who remained in our employ at the 
time of tbe lockout or strike, and those 
whom we have since that time employed.” 
This was in turn rejected by Messrs. Bailey 
and McGuire, who withdrew from the con­ 
ference with the statement that negotia­ 
tions were ended, after which the Execu­ 
tive Committee of the Knit Goods Associa­ 
tion, after full consideration, adopted the 
following: 
“The mills to be opened to all persons, 
whether they have been previously in our 
employ or not, on tbe basis of an agree­ 
ment by those whom they employ that they 
will acknowledge and respect the right of 
the employer to hire and discharge as he 
deems best, and not interfere with other 
employes, including those who have been 
at work during the recent strike and lock­ 
out.” 
A K aunas F ien d .

(Kan.), November 10th.— 
Further particulars of the crime and the 
lynching of Samuel I’urple say that last 
Friday morning his wife arose as usual ami 
prepared breakfast. 
She then went to 
awaken her husband, which so enraged 
him as to incite him to the heinous crime 
which soon followed.

The Prefect at 
once offered to resign, but Kaulbars in­ 
sisted that the Government should dismiss 
him. 
SENTENCE OF REVOLUTIONISTS. 
T irnova, November 10th.—Captain Na- 
bokoff, the Russian who led the recent re­ 
volt at Bourgas, has been tried by the Bul­ 
garian authorities for causing an" insurrec­ 
tion and convicted. He was sentenced to 
death. His fellow conspirators have also 
been tried and sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment each.

B oston, November 10th.—E. A. Perry 
cables to the Herald from London this 
evening as follows: In selecting Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark as the successor to 
Prince Alexander, the Bulgarian Assembly 
has made a very conservative choice. 
It 
was feared that "the patriotic party would 
bring forth Prince Alexander's name, and 
insist that his abdication was legally in­ 
complete til! approved by the Great So­ 
branje. 
This course may still be held in 
reserve, should tbe Bulgarian Government 
find it impossible to avoid the veto power 
of the Czar in any other way. But in fix­ 
ing upon Prince Waldemar the Assembly 
shows that it desires to avert further com­ 
plications by presenting an unexception­ 
able Prince-elect for confirmation by the 
Great Powers and the Sultan.

LOYAL TO ALEXANDER.

A San F r a n c isc a n 1» E x p erim en ts w ith 16 
in E x p lo siv e S h ells.

The efforts which are being made to use 
dynamite and nitro-glycerine in warfare 
will undoubtedly at some time be success­ 
ful. Already we have had in this city ap­ 
parently successful experiments with shells 
loaded with dynamite, and the invention 
of Lieutenant Graydon is now, it is report­ 
ed, being brouaht to the notice of all the 
great European Governments. In Lieuten­ 
ant Graydon’s experiments dynamite only 
was used, which has far less explosive 
strength than nitro-glycerine. which is its 
explosive constituent. The principie upon 
which Lieutenant Graydon's success rests 
is simply to protect tbe stick ot dynamite 
from concussion until the shell hits the 
mark or is exploded by means of a fuse. 
In the shells loaded by him the dynamite 
was protected by soft cushions within tlie 
shell, which enabled it to be handled with 
comparative safety; and as the free end of 
the stick was at the point of the shell, there 
was little if any danger of explosion within 
ihe gnn or at any time before the dis­ 
charged shell struck a solid object or was 
exploded by time fuse. 
But another invention in death-dealing 
shells has just been made, which, if as per­ 
fect as its inventor claims it to be. will 
make a great change in methods of modern 
warfare. 
The inventor is Sergv Dark 
Smolianinoff, a Russian resident of San 
Francisco. 
He has shown his plans to 
Major-General Howard, who says that the 
invention is worth looking into. Lieut. 
Henry L. Harris, First Artillery, says : “ If 
the chemical theory advanced be correct, 
and tbe mechanical details of construction 
carefully adjusted. 1 see no reason to doubt 
that what the inventor claims could be es­ 
tablished as a fact.” 
Lieutenant A. Slaker, also of the First 
Artillery, speaks as follows: “ Tbe theory 
is very ingenious, and if it can be worked 
out practically there is no doubt that it 
would cause great changes in the science of 
warfare.” 
The invention is, as has been stated above, 
ingenious, and is based on pure chemistry. 
Mr. Smolianinoff claims to have discovered 
a liquid with which nitro-glycerine mav be 
mixed, the resulting mixture being abso­ 
lutely non-explosive. But, by a iding an­ 
other chemical compound, the nitro-glycer­ 
ine is liberated in its origina! state, and is 
capable of being exploded. This being, as 
it is claimed, the case, it only remained to 
construct a she!! so that the necessary pro­ 
cess for the liberation of the pure nitro­ 
glycerine could he made possible. Mr. 
Smolianinoff has therciore constructed a 
double shell, the inside one containing the 
non-explosive mixture of nitro glycerine 
and the other chemicals, and tlie outside 
shell containing the chemical which, when 
mingled with that in the inner shell, will 
liberate tbe pure nitroglycerine. 
This 
separation renders the shell perfectly safe 
to handle or transport. 
An ingenious 
method of causing the two mixtures to 
unite makes the shell effective. In the 
inner and outer shells there are openings 
which in a c< rlain position come opposite 
each other, so that the interior of the two 
sliel¡3 communicate v.ith each other. By 
slipping the outer shell up a short distance 
the openings do not coincide, and the com­ 
munication is closed. A shell loaded lias 
these openings closed iu tbe manner indi­ 
cated. and until placed in the gun are se­ 
cured so that one shell cannot move upon 
the other; hut when ready for use, the 
binding screws are loosened. 
The explosion of the powder which ejects 
tbe shell from the cannon forces the inner 
shell or tube into the outer shell so that the 
opening between the two coincide, thus en­ 
abling the two mixtures to intermingle, 
the rotary motion ot the projectile facilita­ 
ting the rn'x'ure 
This admixture of the 
two fluids cannot take place before the 
shell has left the gun, and therefore there 
is no danger of explosion until an obstacle 
is met with, when the freed ni'ro-glyccrino 
explodes. 
The shell can also he arranged 
to explode with a time fuse. 
It is alsoiios- 
sible to make shells in which, after the 
manner of infernal machines, the two 
liquids shall not lie intermingle until a cer­ 
tain time has elapsed, and then to he ex­ 
ploded. Tho plans for the construction of 
the shell are simple and are apparently per­ 
fectly adapted to the end iu view. Only a 
practical test of the invention can, how­ 
ever, determine its availability as a pro­ 
jectile.

A SURPRISE. 


A phenomenal occurrence at Oakland 
has commanded surprised attention. Two 
bruisers have been convicted of felony for 
engaging in a prize fight, and if between 
the quips and quirks of the law they do 
not wriggle out of the grasp of theVourt, 
they will presently be under the barber’s 
shears in one of the State Prisons of Cali- 
furnia, and sent to “ the yard ” to labor 
along with other common felons. It is the 
first conviction of the kind in the history 
of the State, and therefore a red letter in 
criminal history on this coast. 
Perhaps the most surprised persons were 
the s’ujge s themselves; so long has tin 1 
class of brutes enjoyed immunity that they 
have entertained fear of no more than a 
fine in case of arrest, or at most of a brief 
residence in a county jail. When, there­ 
fore, the verdict was rendered, and the Al­ 
ameda Court sternly ordered the brace of 
pugilists to be “jugged,” and refused them 
bail, they turned white with amazement, 
and their colleagues and backers, as one of 
them subsequently declared, “ thought the 
graves had opened, and judgment day had 
come.” 
These two f ¡cc-beaters testified that they 
did not fight; it was only a friendly “sci­ 
entific” exhibition of the “ manly art ”— 
heaven save the m ark! 
They wore two- 
ounce gloves—practically no gloves at all, 
and, if anything, more likely to do serious 
damage than hare fists, since they protect 
the hand without diminishing the stun­ 
ning effects of the blows. We entertain the 
hope, hut lack faith, that these rascals will 
be compelled to don prison stripes, and for 
cnee in their lives learn what the hands 
can accomplish at hard work. 
This State has too long been cursed by 
these slogging matches. They cultivate 
the taste for brutal exhibitions; they 
deaden the sensibilities; they corrupt, de­ 
grade and demoralize. 
In the face of the 
law and in defiance of it, they have been 
conducted to a degree of publicity that be­ 
littled really important affairs. The peace 
officers, paid by the people, have been 
spectators of them night after night, osten­ 
sibly to nicely weigh the force of the 
Hows, and exercise a sort of judicial dis­ 
cretion in judging between the lawfulness 
of a blow that closes an eye or “ smashes” 
a nose, and the criminality of an under 
cut that lays open the cheek or breaks a 
neck. 
The press has catered to the vulgar 
taste that hastens its victim from bed to 
read at early dawn, while yet the morning 
paper is damp from the press, of the 
“ rounds,” 
“ eye-openers,” 
"knock-outs” 
and “ claret-hringers” of the “ mill” of the 
night before. 
It is nice reading, to be sure, for the 
young son or daughter over morning toast 
and coflfce. 
It relines the taste, certainly, 
of the youth whom parental control as yet 
keeps at home in tiie evening. It is savory 
and nutritious mental pabulum for the 
plastic mind of the young,assuredly. 
It is not necessary now to inquire into 
the causes that project this sort of news 
into decent journals. 
A very distinct 
chapter might he written on that subject. 
It is sufficient now to express the hope 
that journalism, backed by such verdicts 
as that rendered in the Oakland Court, 
may some day he able to rid itself of news 
which it not only does not desire, but ab­ 
hors. 


THE CUTTING CASE REVIVED. 


Cutting, over whom the country was for 
some weeks agitated, and made to believe 
that we were on the verge of war with 
Mexico, has filed claims with the Govern­ 
ment for damages. We cannot conceive 
what ground of complaint the adventurer 
has. 
Interference on his behalf was made, 
but the sequel proved that we were wrong. 
In fact, the Government of the United 
States was placed in a most embarassing 
position by reason of the haste of Secre- 
tiry Bayard to demand the release of Cut­ 
ting. The best lawyers of the United 
States and of Mexico have agreed that the 
man was amenable to the laws of the sister 
Republic, and that his arrest and confine­ 
ment were justifiable. I t is altogether 
probable that the State Department will 
reject Cutting’s claim. H e will then he 
heard from as a petitioner to Congress for 
relief. 
There is danger that with the 
Lower House he will make some headway. 
The opportunity for some Congressmen to 
bristle up and make a great ado about the 
honor of the nation and the protection of 
the citizen will not he lost. We do not 
lielieve, however, that the national legis­ 
lature will make any demand upon the 
Mexican Government in Cutting’s behalf, 
jnuch leas vote him “ recompense” in the 


form of moueyed relief, or refer his claim to 
Mexico. Cutting, instead of clamoring for 
further agitation of the case, ought to 
thankfully retire from public gaze, since it 
is due wholly to the resjiect of the Mexi­ 
can Government for the United States that 
he is free to-day. H e was tried properly 
within Mexican territory for an offense 
committed on Mexican soil, and the Gov­ 
ernment of the United States has, there­ 
fore, nothing whatever to do with the mat­ 
ter. Citizens of this country are tried in 
other lands frequently for crimes commit­ 
ted there, and against the laws of the 
place, and never think for a moment of 
demanding that there shall be govern­ 
mental interference iu any case, except 
where the prisoner has been denied some 
material right. Cutting's was not such a 
case. 


Ix his address before the National Prison 
Congress, now in session at Atlanta, Dr. 
Hamilton \V. Mabie on Tuesday said : 
No treatm ent of crim e by tb e press is w hole­ 
some or legitim ate w hich appeals to th e baser 
instincts and passionsof m en. a nd w hich, th ere­ 
fore, fam iliarizes them w ith its m ethods and in ­ 
strum entalities w ithout exciting and continuing 
th eir natu ral abhorrence of the m otives w hich 
inspire and th e actions w hich em body it. The 
m an w ho seeks to know the evil in his own n a­ 
ture, or the v.ce in society, iu order to restrain 
and subdue, can gain only strength and wisdom 
from his endeavor; th e m an who seeks this 
know ledge because it gratifies some low curi­ 
osity inevitably extends and deepens th e cor­ 
ruption. The press can never ignore crim e ; but 
th e lim e is com ing w hen it w iu deal w ith the 
subject, not as furnishing m aterial for the worst 
forms of sensationalism , bu t as an im portant 
S 
itase of hum an nature an d hum an life, to be 
ronght into clear light for thorough, intelligent, 
an d right-m inded scrutiny. 
We believe these words of the distin­ 
guished scholar and thinker to he pro­ 
phetic. The press does disseminate crimi­ 
nal news with a liberality not, we believe, 
warranted even by the morbid demand; 
hut the press, as a rule, abhors what is 
deemed the “ need” for such publication 
If the newspaper managements—the mass 
of them—could he given the power to 
control the matter, We do not doubt for a 
moment that it would be done to-day, and 
evil made known only asa means of coun­ 
teracting and suppressing it. And, as Dr. 
Mabie says, that time will come—and we 
believe speedily—when merely sensational 
publication of criminal news will stop at 
the command of a right-minded public 
sentiment, that will effectually protest 
against the gross wrong of cultivating in 
the youth of the land, hv familiarity, a taste 
for vicious news. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


D u r i n g the recent campaign iu New 
York City, the Star of that place brought 
to light a letter written by Henry George 
iu 1881, making it clear that he was not in 
sympathy with the Darnell movement in 
Ireland. 
The letter, on the contrary, 
tended to place Mr. George with the ex­ 
tremists known as the dynamiters, whether 
he intended it or not. At that time he 
was loud in predicting the failure of 
Parnell and in denouncing his peaceable 
and far-seeing methods to secure tranquil­ 
lity and justice for Ireland, and his en­ 
deavor to control the Land League wisely. 
According to the text of the letter it 
appears that George believed in and de­ 
sired the overthrow of Parnell at the time 
when the attempt was made to dethrone 
him as a leader. The motive for this ex­ 
pression was the opposition of Parnell to 
George’s fanciful views about landed prop­ 
erty. The publication of the letter had a 
decidedly chilling effect upon George’s 
candidacy and unquestionably arrayed the 
Irish element against him, while it drew 
to him a goodly portion of the dynamite 
faction. It is safe to say that Mr. George 
now fully realizes the folly of writing let­ 
ters, by any who aim to be political lead­ 
ers. 
But the disclosure showed that his 
teachings in 1881 were consistent with his 
preaching in 18S0. 
His drift then was 
toward radical socialism, and still is. 


A l l writers should keep in view the 
need of writing in short words. 
Yet no 
composition is more difficult. An ornate 
style iu one, two and three syllable me­ 
dium of expression is the hardest to culti 
vate. Once acquired, the richest vocabu­ 
lary cannot supply material to rival it. 
Governor Seymour once delivered an ad­ 
dress on the use of short words, but con­ 
fessed that lie could have written it in 
half the time without seeking to avoid 
long words. That is to say, he had not 
then attained the discipline he afterwards 
acquired, when he delivered an address 
upon the canal policy of New York, in 
which no long words were used. There are 
two extremes to be avoided, the use of 
m any-syllabled words, and the use o 
too many monosyllabic words. The first 
limits the reading capacity, the latter wea­ 
ries with its monotone. 
Edward Duffy* 
in the Current, has a happy article on the 
subject, in which he contends for the mean 
between these extremes, hut with prefer­ 
ence for the hitter if choosing must be 
made of the two. The true rule is that of 
conciseness. Concise writing will of its 
own momentum ilow in short and simple 
rather than in long and involved words. 
He who rewrites should strive to reduce 
the volume of expression and intensify 
without narrowing any of the thought 
conveyed. And ali writers should rewrite. 


T h e San Diego Union says: “ The elec­ 
tion is over, and everybody is heartily glad 
of it. 
Now that the excitement of the 
campaign has subsided, attention will he 
given to the work of improvement and de­ 
velopment in town and county with re 
newed energy.” 
In its ejaculation, “ now 
for business,” we join. 
It applies as well 
to Sacramento as to S-.tt Diego. Let the 
slogan be, “ now for business,” and the 
chief business here for the winter should 
be labors to augment immigration to Cen­ 
tral and northern California, and to keep 
with us the best of the material that comes. 
IV e are largely advertising the section at 
the East just now; more of it should be 
done; hut at the same time we must have, 
when the home-seekers arrive, a system- 
ized method of receiving them, of inform­ 
ing them, of placing the resources of the 
region before them intelligently. This 
will cost something, hut it is a case of 
“ nothing ventured, nothing have.” 
It is 
an investment backed by business good 
sense, and there should be no hesitation 
whatever about engaging in it. 


T h e German visiting Socialist loaders 
have found the methods of their disciples 
in America to be so villainous that both of 
them ltave taken to the lecture platform 
to denounce anarchism, and declare that 
their school of socialism abhors the means 
employed by the 
American following. 
Their effort now is to picture to their 
hearers the political and social Utopia 
they desire, to draw the line between mod­ 
ern socialism and anarchism. W hile they 
may be able to “see it,” the law-abiding, 
order-loving and republic respecting citi­ 
zens are wholly unable to comprehend the 
distinction. 
They see that one drifts into 
the other in practice, and that either' is a 
despotism under which free men and hu­ 
man rights would be bond slaves.

passed him . 
As she cam e to the corner,

th a t !” at th e sam e tim e firing a shot, w hich 
took effect in th e girl’s right eye. 
T he girl 
uttered a scream as the pistol was presented 
to h er face, b u t never spoke after th e shot 
was tired, staggering and falling on the 
sidew alk.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S ecreta ry o f M ists'. R ep ort. 
The biennial report of the Secretary of 
State of California has just been issued for 
the years 1885-6. 
In his address to the 
Governor Secretary Thom pson says: It is 
gratifying to be able to report that some es­ 
sential improvements have been 
made 
during the past two years in the drainage 
of the Capitol building and grounds, and 
in the ventilation and accoustlcs of the 
Senate 
and Assembly chambers. 
The 
grounds east of the Capitol have been con­ 
verted from a common dum p or receptacle 
for the debris of the city into cultivated 
beds of Rowers and law n, and the Park is 
generally 
comm ended 
for its 
beauty 
and good order. The formerly rough 
and 
disagreeable 
walks 
throughout 
the park have been vastly improved by a 
covering of partly decomposed granite, 
brought down from the Folsom quarries. 
As this m aterial is of a brownish color, it 
contrasts well w ith the green law ns; it 
packs hard, and makes a smooth and pleas­ 
ant footing. 
The stone and iron fence in­ 
closing the grounds on I,, Tenth and X 
streets has been completed, and a concrete 
sidewalk laid on Tenth, L and X streets as 
far as the stone fence extends. A wooden 
sidewalk lias also been provided on L an d 
N and Fifteenth streets around the grounds. 
D uring the two years articles of incorpora­ 
tions, other than railroads, were tiled to 
the num ber of 1,009; railroad incorpora­ 
tions tiled, 47; total. 1,050. 
Fees received 
for the two years, $30,005 83. The report 
shows that Thom pson’s adm inistration has 
been mnch more economical than that of 
any of his predecessors.

C orp oral T a n n er’s L ectu re—-V S u ccessfu l 
K n ter ta l ii m e n t. 
The lecture by Corporal T anner, for the 
benefit of F air Oaks Post, G. A. R„ drew a 
splendid 
audience 
to the Metropolitan 
T heater last evening. A more representa­ 
tive gathering of the intelligence and worth 
of the com m unity could scarcely be had. 
In the absence or Rev. E. R. Dille, who 
was to have presided, but was unavoidably 
detained until late in the evening. George 
W. Ficks announced the programme and 
introduced the speaker. Miss t,ert:cG er- 
rish played a piano solo—an arrangement 
of Scottish airs—and acquitted herselt 'veil. 
Mrs. Jam es Seadler recited “ The ( ripp.ed 
Soldier,” giving the reading with dramatic 
effectiveness. After the lecture Mrs. Dr. 
Pinkham , Mrs. Carter and Mrs. W ilbur 
Sm ith sang a trio (soprano and two con­ 
traltos), and so thoroughly pleased the au­ 
dience tbat they were complied to return 
and sing a second time. A male quartet 
sang “ The Soldiers’ Farewell.” 
Corporal 
T anner was received with a cordial round of 
applause that testified to preconceived favor. 
H is lecture cannot well be sketched, for any 
synopsis of it m ust be devoid of his wit, 
the kernel of which was m ainly in the 
inim itable m anner of the speaker. So too 
w ith his pathos; no printed recital can 
adequately convey an idea of it. 
He is a 
natural orator, but without the studied arts 
of oratory. H is strength is in his earnest­ 
ness, the sym pathetic quality of his Voice, 
and in the fervency of the delivery of his 
thoughts, 
clothed 
in 
sim ple 
lan­ 
guage, 
w ith little 
of 
the poetic ele­ 
ment, 
but 
a wealth of 
fetliDg, 
for 
which 
he easily 
calls forth 
emphatic 
evidences of the 
responsive ^sym pathy 
awakened in the hearts of his auditors. 
H e sketched his early boyhood and the pa 
triotic teachings of his young life, his flight 
from home for the arm y, his period of in­ 
struction in camp, and his entry upon tiie 
peninsular campaign w hile yet a boy of 
seventeen. Then followed a rapid review 
of the movements of the Arm y of the Po­ 
tomac—its chief battles, the penetration of 
the lieart of Virginia, the engagements and 
movements that finally brought the di­ 
vision to which he belonged under the 
co nm and 
of 
Pope; 
the 
engagement 
at Manassas, the second battle of Bull Run, 
and then the story of the hour, in which a 
shell crushed his legs; the terrible suffer­ 
ing th at supervened, the loss of his feet 
under the surgeon’s knife, the horrible suf­ 
ferings of him self and wounded comrades 
while prisoners in a rude hospital beneath 
a burning sun, the paroling of the group, 
the transportation to the Union lines, and 
life in an army hospital. It was a graphic 
recital, enlivened by anecdote and witty in 
terjection, and full of the hum or of thegood 
story-teller. 
There were m any pathetic 
passages that caused the m oisture to gather 
in the eyes, and the heart-beats to quicken. 
There were eloquent apostrophes ro the 
Hag and the Republic, no reproaches for 
“ the men on the other side, ” but kindly, 
m anly forgiveness, w ithout forgetfulness, 
and the breathing of a cliivalric spirit 
throughout. 
H e paid high tributes to 
McClellan, 
Phil Kearney, 
Henitzleman 
and Hooker, and boldly expressed his 
opinion to be averse to the veidiet rendered 
in favor of Fitz John Porter. 
The speaker kept his audience in rapid 
alternation between m elting moods, hearty 
laughter, and that exquisite senseof hum or 
that provokes the broad sm ile without ru n ­ 
ning over into laughter, 
it was a most 
enjoyable “ talk,” with flashes of fervid 
eloquence, m any periods of ornate word 
painting, and more of vigorous and intense 
feeling. The applause was frequent, gen­ 
erous and sincere. The entire entertain­ 
m ent was a success, and m ust have netted 
a neat sum for the Post management, and 
which conduct of the affair, by the way, 
was 
excellent. 
There 
was 
but 
one 
drawback. 
The 
lectifrer 
was 
unable 
to speak with the foot lights burning, and 
w ith these shut off his face was in such 
deep shadow that back of the first dress- 
circle row it could not, practically, be seen. 
T he hearer always hears better who can 
watch the play of the speaker's counte­ 
nance. If the elegant structure, the acous­ 
tic properties of which were again proven 
last night to be thoroughly good and all 
that can be desired, is to be much used as a 
lecture hall, some of the chandeliers near­ 
est the procenium should be fitted with 
burners of sufficient capacity to bring the 
speaker out of shadow when the footlights 
are turned off.

FISH LAW VIOLATION’ FINES. 


J u d g e M cF a rla n d 
D e c id e s 
H ow T h ey 
S h all R e D isp o sed of. 
Judge M cFarland has rendered the fol­ 
lowing decision in the case of the People 
vs. O. T. Dobbins—an agreed case subm it­ 
ted to him some lim e since : 
This action has been subm itted upon an 
agreed statem ent of facts. The defendant, 
who is District A ttorney of Solano county, 
has in his h an d s$365, being the one-fourth 
of ceriain moneys collected as fines paid by 
certain persons convicted of violations ot 
the provisions of Chapter I., Title XV., of 
the Penal Code—relating to the unlawful 
catching of fish. The point in controversy 
is w hether the m oney belongs to the de­ 
fendant as District Attorney, or w hether it 
should go into the State Treasury for the 
benefit of the Kish Commission ; and its 
solution depends upon Sections 634 and 636 
of said Chapter 1. 
it is agreed by counsel 
that there is a m anifest and irreconcilable 
conflict between the provisions of these 
two sections, and that they cannot stand 
together. 
Section 634 provides that "O ne half of 
all moneys collected for fines for violation 
of the provisions of this chapter shall be 
paid to the inform er; one quarter to the 
District Attorney of the county in which 
the action is tried, and one quarter shall 
be paid into the Fish Commission Fund,” 
etc. 
Section 036 provides that “ One half of 
all moneys collected for fines for violations 
of the provisions of this chapter shall be 
paid to the informer, and one half to the 
District A ttorney of the county in which 
the action is prosecuted,” etc. 
Section 634, as it now reads, was passed 
—that is, amended and re-enacted—on the 
12th of March, 1885. Section <¡36, as it 
now 
reads, was 
passed several years 
before 
March, 
1885. 
Section 
634 
is, 
therefore, 
the 
latest 
legislation 
on the subject. 
But counsel for defendant 
cont nds that in a case like this, the sec­ 
tion last in numerical order m ust prevail, 
under Section 4484 of the Political Code, 
which is made applicable to all the Codes, 
and is as follow s: 
“ Section 4484. 
If conflicting provisions 
arc found in different section of the same 
chapter, or article, the provisions of the 
sections last in numerical order m ust pre­ 
vail, unless such construction is inconsist­ 
ent with the m eaning of such chapter or 
article.” 
The «intention of defendant is that this 
section of the Political Code entirely anni­ 
hilates—so tar us the Codes are concerned— 
the old and thoroughly established rule 
that, in cases of irreconcilable conflicts, the 
latest expression of the legislative rule 
m ust prevail. It applies to the Codes for 
all tim e the iron-bound rule that, no m at­ 
ter when the different parts of it inay 
have been passed, amended, or re-enacted, 
still the highest numbered section m ust pre­ 
vail. and the manifest intentions of the 
Legislature be disregarded. Such a radical 
change of the rules of construction should 
not be adopted unless the language of the 
Code above quoted imperatively command 
it. 
B ut really Section 4484 of the Political 
Code contains nothing new on the subject. 
It is a mere statem ent of what was the law 
before. 
It was always the rule that where 
two provisions of a"statute, all passed at 
the same time, could not be reconciled, the 
one wiiich came last in point of position 
prevailed. 
This was but an application of 
the principle which gives effect to the latest 
expression of the legislative will—the pre­ 
sum ption being that the latter part of the 
statute was last considered. 
The question 
may therefore be determined as thongh 
Section 4484 bad never been enacted. In 
m y opinion, therefore, whenever there are 
two irreconcilable legislative acts passed at 
different times—whether they be in the 
■ shape of re-enactments of parts of a Code 
or in some other form —the latter Act in 
point of time is the law. because it is the 
latest expression of the legislative will. 
My conclusion is that the $305 in contest 
! should be paid by defendant into the State 
1 Treasury for the benefit and use of the 
• Fish Commission fund. 
Let judgm ent be 
entered in that am ount for plaintiffs.

Yesterday Secretary of State Thompson 
paid $4,264 So into the State Treasury, 
$3,803 10 of which was received from sales 
of ballot paper. 
Tynan, O'Malley & Lawrence will give 
their regular weekly social at Jacobs’ Hall 
to-night. Admission, 50 cents for gentle­ 
m en, ladies free. 
The Sheriff’s deputies were collecting 
State and county taxes at Galt yesterday, 
and to-day they will be at Fowler's, on the 
Lagoon, and How ell’s. 
An entertainm ent and dance will be 
given by the Frauen Verein of the German 
Lutheran Church at Turner H all this even­ 
ing. Tickets 25 cents. 
The steam er San Joaquin Xo. 4 arrived 
from San Francisco yesterday with m er­ 
chandise, and the Dover from the upper 
Sacramento, with grain. 
W in. M urray yesterday took to San Fran­ 
cisco a carload of thoroughbred horses, en­ 
tered for the Blood Horse races, which 
commence next Saturday. 
The sum of $53 30, received from the sale 
of State text-books, was paid into the State 
Treasury yesterday, and was the first pay­ 
m ent m ade on that account. 
The W estern Pacific passenger train was 
about two and a quarter hours behind time 
in its arrival yesterday, having been de­ 
tained waiting for the southern connection 
at Lathrop. 
A large crowd of sporting men assembled 
at the depot yesterday m orning to sec John 
L. Sullivan and the members of his pugi­ 
listic combination, who arrived from the 
East en route to the Bay. 
John D. Skinner, Treasurer of El Dorado 
countv, and a gentleman well known in 
this city, was thrown from his buggy near 
Newtown, one day last week, and had one 
of his legs broken just above the knee. He 
was in the buggy w ith Sheriff’ Galt, and it 
was upset while turning out to let a team 
pass on one of the m ountain grades. 
Jam es Hewes, a young man employed at 
the railroad works, has been taken in 
charge on suspicion of insanity. 
He has 
been an inm ate of the Asylum heretofore, 
and was certainly not in his right m ind 
when arrested, as he believed lie saw spir­ 
its, etc. 
H e has not yet been exam ined by 
the Commissioners of Lunacy. 
The friends of Mock Soon, who was con­ 
victed of m urder a few years ago, and sen­ 
tenced to im prisonm ent for life, owing to 
his participation in the riot which took 
place between two bands of highbinders at 
Third and I streets, are taking steps toward 
m aking an application for his pardoD, or 
the comm utation of his sentence. 
A squad of policemen made a raid about 
daylight yesterday m orning north of the 
north levee, in the vicinity of the Twelfth- 
street road, it having been reported that a 
large num ber of tram ps 
were camped 
there. If such was the case the officers did 
not come across the place, for on their re­ 
turn they reported “ nary a tram p.” 
The thirteen tram ps, men and boys, re­ 
leased from the city prison Tuesday after­ 
noon on their promising to leave town, 
made their way over to W ashington, where 
they got drunk and were arrested, all but 
one, a cripple, who took an early start and 
escaped. 
Yesterday they were tried in 
Justice Scully’s Court, and sentenced to 
fifteen days each in the county jail at 
W oodland. 
The trial of F. T. M cAllister for the 
m urder of W illiam Leman, in W oodland, 
on the 7th of last May, was begun in the 
Superior Court of Yolo county on Tues­ 
day. The entire day was occupied in an 
endeavor to get a jury, but when the Court 
adjourned the venire was nearly exhausted 
and only two jurors had been secured. 
A 
special venire for forty was then ordered, 
returnable yesterday afternoon. 
The grand dedication ball at the new and 
magnificent Raymond Hotel, South Pasa­ 
dena, Los Angeles county, will take place 
next W ednesday evening. An announce­ 
m ent and description of the hotel was pub­ 
lished in the R ecord-U n io n a few days 
since. 
Beautifully engraved invitations 
have been sent to the press and others 
throughout the State and the East, and the 
occasion, it is expected,will be a grand one. 
Yesterday the entire force employed at 
the Red House were bnsily engaged in ar­ 
ranging the stock in the several depart­ 
ments, preparatory to the opening sale of 
fall and w inter goods which commences to­ 
day. 
A visit to the establishm ent last 
evening, after the work of decorating had 
been completed, showed a wealth of goods 
in variety and richness of colors not often 
seen. 
Especially was this true in the 
fancy dress goods and m illinery depart­ 
ments. 
A correspondent writes from Lincoln, 
trndcr date of the 7th : 
“ The Silver Star 
Baseball Club of Lincoln and the Lone 
Star Club of M ount Pleasant had a match 
game in Lincoln.

A lm o st M an slau gh ter. 
“ Talking about the accidental killing of 
people,” said a gentleman who holds a re­ 
sponsible position in the railroad employ, 
" I had a narrow escape from being on the 
list of killers. 
It was when I was clerk in 
a drag store. One night a doctor came and 
woke me out of a sound sleep to prepare 
m orphine powders for an old Mexican 
named Francisco, who had been sick for 
some time. 
I weighed out the m orphine 
and put it up according to direction, but 
thought while I was doing so that the 
powders seemed to be unusually large. 
Xext m orning wlicu I was arranging things 
in the store I found that there was a 10- 
grain weight in the scale beneath the one 
the prescription called for, and each of 
those powders was ten grains too large!
